SEWER-FARMING. 


AN INVESTIGATION BY THE 
COMMISSION YESTERDAY. 


What They Saw in a Trip Through 
the Country Below Vernon and 
What People Using Sewage Have 
to Say About It—A Convincing 
Trip. 


A strong delegation from the Sewer 
Commission devoted yesterday after- 
noon to inspecting the district below 
Vernon, where sewage is used for irri- 
gation, inquiring into the methods in 
use and how the system is regarded by 
residents. 

‘The party comprised Chairman C. 

Wells and Commissioners Tober- 
man, Ferguson, Culver, Hamilton, 
Knox, Sinsabaugh, Judson, Hansen 
and Councilman Shafer, accompanied 
by representatives of the local press. 
A large carryall, drawn by a four-in- 
hand, carried most of the party, and 
Dr. Sinsabaugh, accompanied by his 
wife, drove down in his buggy, as did 
also Councilman Shafer. 

The investigators drove through 
Vernon, and, in striking the sewage- 
irrigated district, | 

ALL NOSES WERE ALERT 
to detect the odor of the supposed 
noisome fluid, but nothing of the kind 
was detected along the road. On 
every hand were orchards, truck gar- 
dens, fields of corn and pumpkins and 
cozy homes, and everywhere the vege- 
tation appeared luxuriant. This isa 
time in the country which may prop- 
erly be denominated ‘betwixt and be- 
tween.““ The summer crops, with the 
exception of 2228 have all been 
harvested, and the winter crops 6f cab- 
bage, cauliflower, onions, tomatoes, 
celery, etc., are just nicely started. 
The soil of the district is a light sandy 
loam, and capable of producing pro- 
digious crops, if properly irrigated and 
braced up with fertilization. Even the 
weeds by the roadside showed no signs 
of entering the sere and yellow leaf. 
The whole country, with its shady 
roads, aligned with eucalyptus and 
pepper trees, and its well-tended 
places, presents an extremely inviting 
and fertile appearance. 

THE FIRST STOP 

of note was at the 320-acre place of J. 
S. Slauson, the well-known capitalist, 
and the visitors were fortunate enough 
to find Mr. Slauson himself present, 
looking after some details. 

The matter in hand was, in fact, the 
rigging up of an immense implement 
to be used for cutting out grape vines. 
It was built like a patent tree-digger, 
a heavy U-shaped knife being attached 
to an iron-bound woodenframe. Six 
or eight horses hitghed to the im- 
plement, and e knife being sunk 
deeply into the ground so as to cut 
beneatb and on each side of a row of 
vines, it is dragged — being guided 
by a long sweep attached to the rear 
of the contrivance. The knife severs 
the roots of the vimes, so that they are 
easily extracted from the soil. The 
process saves a vast amount of man- 
ual labor. 

DEVOTED TO VEGETABLES. 

Mr. Slauson is digging up 120 acres 
of vines because they are no longer 
profitable, and he will rent the land 
to Chinamen for a vegetable farm. 
Sixty acres of his place is now occupied 


each year for it, taking a lease for five 
years and paying quarterly in advance. 
The Chinamen use sewage water en- 
tirely for irrigation. * 

Mr. Slauson kindly accompanied the 
party and piloted them through the 
vegetable and across his en- 
tire place. The process of farm- 
ing as carried on by the Chi- 
namen was seen in nearly every 
stage. Some patches of vegetables 
had just been plowed, after an irriga- 
tion, and in others the plow was run- 
ning in the furrow. In still others it 
was manifest that the water had been 
run on within the past day or two, and 
the ground remained unstirred. In 
every place the visitors investigated 
for disagreeable smells, but found 
none. 

STILL A SMELLING COMMITTEE. 

Then the line of march was taken up 
along an irrigating ditch, which has 
been in use for the past three years, 
but was dry at the time. The par 
walked along the bed of this ditch an 
poked and scraped in vain to discover 
any disagreeable smell. , 

urther up was a ditch in which 
was some of the sewer water ina 
quiescent state, having remained there 
probably several days. The edges 
of the ditch showed something of 
a crust which had been formed 
by deposits from the liquid, and here 
and there a skim of paper or other ref- 
use was apparent in the earth. But 
the ditch failed to give out any dis- 
agreeable odor until one of the com- 
missioners stirred up the water, and 
then a faint smell was perceptible. At 
a distance of 10 or 15 feet a man would 
not have been able to perceive it. 

A FULL ZANJA. 

The party then took a walk across 
the field and inspected a zanja in 
which a full head of sewage water was 
running. The stream was turbid, and 
carried particles of solid matter and 
small bits of paper. There was from 
this a disagreeable odor, if one stood 
immediately over it on the bank. Sev- 
eral members of the party re- 
marked, however, that it was 
not half so odoriferous as a pig pen 
in like proximity. Ex-Mayor ‘Tober- 
man said it reminded him of a tubful 
of stale wash-water, and ex-Council- 
man Hamiiton said he had drunk 
worse-looking water when he was 


The general verdict was that the 
water was neither inviting to the sight 
nor pleasant to the olfactories, but 
that it was far from being as noisome 
astream as they had previously im- 
agined it would be. 


THE PRACTICAL POINT. 
Mr. Slauson had little to say rela- 
tive to the use of sewage, preferring 


themselves. He said the practical ef- 
fect with him as an owner is tha 
with sewage, he can rent his land a 
from $20 to $25 an acre a year, whereas, 
without irrigation, it would be suitable | 
only for grain growing, and would be 
worth $2 an acre per year. 

The party, after taking Mr. Slauson 
back to his home place, parted from 
him and started on further investiga- 
tions. A half mile to the west live 
Messrs. Throop and Entwistle, a couple 
of sewage-farmers, whom it was pro- 
posed to visit and question as to their 
experiences, but it was suggested that 
they were already Known to 
strongly in favor of the system, and as 
they had expressed themselves fully to 
members of the commission and in 
public prints, it was finally concluded 
to let their testimony pass.

When asked concerning the dis- 
agreeable features of sewage irriga- 


tion, she shrugged her shoulders and 
said: Well, we have lived through 
it, and have all had first-rate health. 
Sometimes we notice a little smell 
when the water is running in the 
ditch back of the house, but not often. 
Once or twice when the Chinamen 
have been working with it at 
night, we have closed our windows. 
The people who own the place are very 
much in favor of sewage irrigation, 
and they expect to come back and live 
here before long, No, there has been 
no diphtheria about here and very lit- 
tle sickness of any kind. There has 
been some diphtheria over on W ilming- 
ton avenue, where ＋ don’t have the 
sewer water. The objection to this 
kind of irrigation comes from people 
who don’t know anything about it and 
haven't used it. They are prejudiced 
aguinst it before they come to live bere. 
Afterward they find how little nuisance 
it is, and don’t object to it. 
FARMER ALWARD INTERVIEWED. 

At an adjoining place, also having 
a neat and thrifty appearance, the in- 
vestigators found W. W. Alward, an 
elderiy man with positive ideas and 
long experience in the handling of sewer 
water. When asked the question point- 
blank as to what he thought of this 
kind of irrigation, he said: 

„Well, sir, I'm decidedly in favor of 
it. I have never seen anything ob- 
jectionable about it. I have lived in 
this neighborhood eight years; was 
here a couple of years before I used 
the sewage at all, when it had not 
been brought down this far. I got it 
first, 1 think, six years ago this sum- 
mer, and have used it coutinuously 
ever since. My health has always been 
good. My wife was in very poor health 
when I brought her here six years ago, 
but_ she has been getting better ever 
since, and is now a comparatively well 
woman. 

SINGULARLY HEALTMFUL. 

*T don’t believe you can find another 
neighborhood within a radius of 10 
miles that is as healthy as this. There 
have been no cases of diphtheria or 
typhoid fever here, with a single ex- 
ception, and I will explain about that. 
The family of Prof. Jowne, who lived 
over by the pipe works, went to Santa 
Monica to spend the summer. While 
there his girl was taken down with 
typhoid fever and was very bad. He 
went down and helped take care of 
her, and finally brought her back. 
After the return she died, and Prof. 
‘Towne was then taken down and also 
died. Everybody was satisfied that 
they contracted the disease at Santa 
Monica, and not here. 

J used to have some fears, when I 
first began to use the sewage, that 
there would be danger in case of fever 
or smallpox becoming epidemic in the 
city—that it might be brought here by 
the sewage and introduced among us. 
But, since then Los Angeles has gone 
through two or three epidemics and 
we have seen nothing of the kind. I 
am satisfied now that there is no dan- 
ger. , 

One of the commissioners inquired: 
Have you ever heard of any case of 
sickness in the district attributable to 
the sewage water?“ 2 

BETTER THAN THE AVERAGE. 

No, sir, I have not. There has 
been some sickness, of course, and 
there have been some deaths, but none 
of them traceable to the sewage. 
There has not been so much sickness 
here, in fact, as in the average neigh- 
borhood. It is, in fact, exceptionally 
healthy here.“ 

“When using water for irrigation, 
have you been obliged to close your 
windows and doors?“ 

No, sir; we never have. The onl 
times when we have noticed a smell 
at all have been on a still night when 
the namen were using the water 
around us. It has then been a little 
disagreeable, but nothing of a serious 
character.”’ 

“No, sir. I have never heard of 
anybody using the water for culinary 
purposes.“ 

THE OBJECTORS. 
The only persons I have heard of 
who objected seriously to the sewage- 
water were a lady living just outside 
of the district, Mr. Mace, Mr. Blakes- 
lee and Mr. Russell. I think Mr. 
Russell will take the water now if he 
can get it. Nobody who uses the 
water objects to it. There are several 
reasons why the people objecting to it 
haven’t used it, and the first is, that 
they couldn’t getit. They tried, but 
there wasn’t enough to go ’round, and 
then some of them began to kick on 
general principles.“ 

NOT CLOGGED UP. 

Do you know of any land that has 
been filled up by the sewage so that it 
would not absorb any more?“ 

“No, sir. and you can’t find any of 
that kind of land here. There may be 
some of the heavy alkali land lower 
down that would be damaged by irriga- 
tion of any kind upon which it has 
done harm. Water brings the alkali 
to the surface and spoils the land for 
cultivation. 

“The longest I have known sewage in 
use is on some of the land where it was 
employed 10 years before it was 
brought down here. That land was 
not filled up any more than it would 
have been by the use of clear water.“ 

IN THE. WINTER TIME. 

When asked how the sewage was 
disposed of in the winter season, Mr. 
Alward explained that last winter, be- 
ing in charge of the water himself, he 
ran the surplus upon three orfour 
fields of his own, including a 20-acre 
orchard, a l5-acre vineyard, a 20-acre 

iece in produce and barley, etc. The 
and was completely water-logged so 
that he could not drive a team across 
it or work a horse in it until late in the 
spring, but it came out all right in the 
summer, with the exception of some 
trees that were absolutely drowned 
out. The sewage is now piped down 
as far as the Tweedy ranch, where 
there is a plenty of room to spread it 
out, and there will be no more trouble 
of that kind. Last winter the sewage 
was all puton a tract not exceeding 
600 acres, and, although it was a wet 
winter, there was no great damage

Wores with the subject of a most 
esthetic picture, which he aptly calls 
“Spring’s Inspiration.” It is a repre-

He says: The daughter of one of 
my neighbors, a highly-accomplished

cold, cheerless winter, and the early 
plum-blossoms herald the awakenin 
of Nature from her long winter’s 
sleep.“ 

As the American artist had his first 
glimpse of the charming land and 
poetic people, in tue springtime, and 
derived his first inspiration from the 
spring festivals, he can be excused for 
giving his heart te the plum blossom, 

ut the Japanese people and the Japa- 
nese poets bear testimony for the 
chrysanthemum asthe national and he- 
roic flower. 

Prof. Sasaki writes that in autumn 
many flowers decay and fall, but the 
— blooms enly after the 
cold winds come, and it does not fear 
severe frost. It is compared to a great 
man who endures many troubles, 
misfortunes and calamities, and who 
does not change his mind.”’ 

The love of the Japanese for brilliant 
coloring is a convincing proof of their 
preference for the glorious flower of 
autumn. Notonly is the chysanthe- 
mum regarded with admiration for its 
brilliancy, steadfastness and endur- 
ance, but a lasting monument is made 
for it, in its emblazonment upon the 
crest of the Empire. 

Not only in Japan is this flower hon- 
ored, but it is also the national flower 
of China, where it is regarded with 
reverence as well as admiration. In 
Persia an ancient king used it upon 
his crest, where itis still found upon 
the ornamental stones of an ancient 
palace. 

In Japan the holiday for the cele- 
bration of the chrysanthemum festival 
was observed throughout the Empire, 
on September 9th, which corresponds 
with the last of October of the present 
time, where the bloom is at its 
height. 

Our own season correspondsin this 
respect to that of Japan, and on 
Tuesday, October 29th, the ladies of 
Los Angeles who have undertaken to 
give us a grand exhibit of chrysanthe- 
mum, will open a display thut will not 
only charm the tic lovers of color 
and form, but will satisfy the scientific 
student of their culture and varieties.

Asylum agony—at San Bernardino. 
For some weeks past, to judge from 
the papers published in that county, 
the good citizens of San Bernardino 
have been in a condition bordering 


upon frenzy. ‘The unfortunate mem- 


bers of the Asylum Commission have 
been shadowed from the time they 
emerged from their sleeping apart- 
ments until they retired to bed. 

Yesterday the commission held a 
meeting to select a location for the 
asylum, and after 23 ballots decided 
upon the Cooley site, which is four 
miles south of San Bernardino. The 
agony was, however, not yet over. By 
no means. Mr. Waterman vetoed the 
selection. Another session, extending 
over 24 ballots, resulted in the choice 
of a site offered near Banning. ~ Once 
more the Governor stood in the way, 
and disapproved of this selection also. 
Thereupon the session of the commis- 
sion was adjourned until today, when 
the agony will re-commence, 

Any attempt of outside parties to 
call attention to the inmates of the 
San Bernardino menagerie, by poking 
canes or umbrellas between the bars, 
as it were, has been met with such 
impulsive and vindictive rebuke from 
the journalistic guardians of the San 
Berdoon aggregation that it is with 
exceeding diffidence—not to say fear 
and trembling—that we publish even 
the foregoing simple facts. We must, 
however, crave permission to inquire 
whether this does not in a measure 
point to the truth of statements which 
have heretofore been advanced in these 
columns. 

We have, on former occasions, de- 
voted some space to contributions dis- 
cussing the merits of the Banning site. 
We have been inclined to the opinion 
that, among the sites offered, the 
Banning site was the most fa- 
vorable, because more elevated 
and possessing a more bracing cli- 
mate than can be found in the 
lowlands, or even in the foothills of 
San Bernardino county, from which 
sections it is an incontrovertible fact 
that all who are able to flee to the sea- 
side during the summer months do so. 
What reasons Mr. Waterman offers 
for disapproving the Banning site we 
are not informed. As for us, our only 
desire is toseeasite selected as a home 
for the unfortunate mental sufferers 
which would at least be tolerable, 
during the warmer months, for well 
people. 

Further than this we care not. 
Since the asylum must be in an in- 
teriot county, let it, at least, be in a 
section of that county which offers the 
greatest climatic advantages. 

As for Los Angeles, our southern 
brethren may disabuse their minds of 
the idea that this city is consumed by 


sane asylum. In fact, our citizens find 
it somewhat difficult to comprehend 
how advantages can be found in the 
location of an insane asylum sufficient 
to set an entire community by the ears, 
unless itis that many of the citizens 
foresee the possibility that they may 
at some future time become inmates 
of the institution. 


THE LOWER CALIFORNIA SCHEME, 


The scheme of a syndicate composed 
of Americans to purchase the Lower 
California peninsula has been revived 
by a rumor that the Senate Committee 
on Irrigation will report that its own- 
ership will be necessary to a complete 
system of irrigation. It is also said— 
and truthfully so—that the Mexican 
press, people and Government are 
opposed to selling another foot of 
Mexican territory. In fact, the con- 
stitution of Mexico makes it a crime 
for any Mexican official to even enter- 
tain the question of ceding or selling 
a foot of Mexican territory, and the 
term of office of the official who should 
attempt to do so would certainly be 
cut very short, were his life not for- 
feited. 

The foundation of this report is evi- 
}dently te be found in the fact that to 
take water from the Colorado River to 
irrigate the great Colorado Desert the 
river must be tapped within Mexican 
territury—in Lower California. The 
tapping of ariver does not, however, 
necessarily entail the purchase of the 
territory through which the river runs. 
It may safely be asserted that 
the Secretaries of State of the United 
States and Mexico could come together 
and, in one day, settle this question 
without considering the transfer of any 
territory. 

There is little doubt that this move- 
ment for the acquisition of Lower 
California originates with the Ameri- 
can and English capitalists who have 
acquired large landed interests in that 
country. Under the Mexican régime 
their concessions are of doubtful value 
and constantly subject to forfeiture. 
On the other hand, if they could only 
get the United States to acquire the 
country, they would easily find a way 
to have their grant confirmed, and 
would then possess a property whose 
total value would be immense. We 
shall have to guard against the in- 
sidious and persistent efforts of these 
interested persons to force the United 
States into taking a step which is at 
present uncalled for, and which could 
only result in unpleasant complications. 


THE TESTIMONY OF VERNON. 


A delegation of the Sewer Commis- 
sion yesterday paid a visit to the dis- 
trict below Vernon,where sewage water 
is used for irrigation, and obtained 
some very interesting testimony. A 
full accountof the trip will be found in 
our local columns. The unanimity of 
sentiment in favor of the useof sew- 
age for irrigation on the part. of 
those who live in the midst of it, 
was quite remarkable. Scarcely a trace 
of an unpleasant odor could be de- 
tected by the members of the com- 
mission, although their noses were on 
the alert. There had been no sickness 
noted, as arising from the use of sew- 
age. On the contrary, the inhabitants 
of the section enjoyed excellent health.

Assurances are given that they 
will be from this time on reasonable, as the 
supply willbe much nearer the demand. 
Where trees may average a dollar in price, 
the number put out to the acre varies the 
cost for the first —4 greatly, some ex 
rienced orchardists using as many as 120. 
‘rhe cost of maintaining or caring for an 
orchard fluctuates up ot down with the ideas 
of the farmer, and is hard to determine. 

The question of irrigation, with its “head 
of water,“ topography of the country, fre- 
quency of “runs,” character of soil, and 
similar intricate mat bear directly on 
the subject of cost. All these questions 
must be determined by the conditions sur- 
rounding each individual case. 

The figures given here ate of an average 
character, and are for budded trees of su- 
perior quality and intelligent labor at cur- 
rent prices. 
Reconciling all conflicting opinions as 
best we may, it is safe to say that such an 
orchard, under such circumstances, will 
cost $100 at the end of the first year, and 
that the cost of maintaining the same there- 
after will be per acre. The original 
cost of land and water is not taken into 
consideration. Very large amounts of ex- 
cellent citrus land, with ample water right, 
can be had at reasonable pricps. 
A deciduous fruit orchard will cost about 
$35 an acre at the end of the first year, and 
tor a long series of years thereafter about 
$15 per acre for care. In many cases other 
crops are grown between the trees, which 
pay the cost of care antil the trées are in 
aring. In both good “fruit sense“

Chief Arthur's Address—Members 
of the Order Warned Against 
the Spread of Dissensions 
in Their Ranks.

DENVER (Colo.), Oct. 16.—[By the Asso- 

ciated Press. 
convention of the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Engineers was called to order in the 
Tabor Grand Opera-house at 2 o’clock this 
afternoon by Secretary W. W. Hall of the 
local Committee on Arrangements.

OREGON LANDS. 
A Decision Affecting the Claims of 
Settlers. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.— [By the Associ- 
ated Press.] Assistant Commissioner Stone 
today rendered a decision in a case which 
involved the questien of proof in school in- 
demnity selections in Oregen. Oregon was 
granted every sixteenth and thirty- 
sixth section of land for school purposes. 
The law also provided that in case any of 
these lands had been entered under the 
public land laws prior to the date of the 
grant, the State should be entitled to in- 
demnity therefor, and might make in- 
demnity selections from any unoccupied 
public lands. In pursuance of this author- 
ity, the State, it appears, selected in the 
aggregate a large tract upon which expired 
preémptivun filings were of record. 

The question at issue was whether the 
burden of 2 of the fact thet the filings 
had expired rested with the State or with 
the parties who made the filings. The As- 
sistant Commissioner holds in favor of the 
State, and has directed that in all such 
cases the preémptor shall be required toa 
pear before the local land officers within 
days after receipt of notice, and show cause 
why his entry should not be cancel 
throwing the burden of proof upoù the 
entrymen. It is said there are a large num- 
ber of cases in the General Land Office 
which will be disposed of thus.

36 converts were 
baptized and 66, including children, emi- 
grated to U Last year 70 emigrated 
but the Mormons emigrating this year will 
become more numerous, as a large emigra- 
tion takes place next month. Passage 
money from Norwegians already settied in 
Utah, in most cases, is powerful in induc- 
ing their relatives here to follow them to 
America. In this country the Mormons 
have nine stations, viz: In Christiania, 
where they count 363 members; in Deam- 
min, province of Hermarken; in Tubriks- 
tad, Frederickshold, Arnidal, Bergen, 
Dronsheim and Tramso. Their first station 
at Brevik was established in 1852.
